The survey 
asked men both if they would force a woman 
to have sex and if they would rape a woman. 
While only 13 percent responded that they 
would rape, 31 percent said they would force 
a woman to have sex, suggesting these young 
college men don't really understand the defini- 
tion of rape. They see forced sex as just sex. 
Clearly the “no means no” or even the “yes 
means yes” campaigns aren’t working on our 
college campuses. These messages aren't 
ringing true for kids, especially not young 
men raised on a diet of sex equals masculinity. 
They don’t see themselves as rapists; they see 


sex, how to listen 
to their bodies or their partners’ bodies, how 
to ask for sex, how to say “slow down” during 
sex, how to stop in the middle of sex, how 
to start again. We don’t teach them about 
the maybes of sex, the negotiations, the 
connection or the intimacy. We teach sex as 
mechanical, a matter of logistics, not what it 
actually is—a highly emotional, complex act 
between two (or three or four) people. 

We need to teach our young people that 
sex can be this fun, healthy, silly, sexy thing. 
It isn’t as big as we make it to be. It isn’t 
unspeakable. The more we break the silence 
about good sex, the easier it will be to stamp 
out the bad.

Study: Cocaine use 
can rewire the brain 


Los Angeles Times 
Chronic cocaine use alters brain circuits that 
help us learn from mistakes, a new study says. 

The study, published earlier this month in 
the Journal of Neuroscience, could offer a bio- 
logical marker for the cycle of destructive deci- 
sions that many addicts exhibit. 

Researchers measured EEG signals from a 
region of the midbrain that has been associ- 
ated with how the brain manages errors in 
reward prediction. Neurons there release and 
absorb more dopamine when things go better 
than expected and less when events fail to meet 
expectations, and remain unperturbed when 
outcomes match predictions. 

That proportional feedback 
helps explain why we're so pleas-

ESPN: Chicago’s due for

Every year, we 

hear “pitchers and 
catchers report to 
spring training” and 
immediately feel 
excitement. What’s 
so inspiring about a 
bunch of guys work- 
ing out for preseason 
baseball?

No wonder Cubbie Kool-Aid is on tap 
everywhere. 

“I’m also drinking the Kool-Aid,” “Baseball 
Tonight” anchor Adnan Virk said. “What I’m 
most looking forward to is what happens with 
the Cubs, because as a huge baseball fan, I 
would love nothing more than to see the Cubs 
in the World Series. It’s unbelievable what that 
would do to that city, the community.” 


The collapse of 2012 was tough, and the next 
two years brought further decline.

WILL LEAVE ‘THE DAILY SHOW’ NEWS DESK

Stewart offered no specifics on his future 
plans. Last year he directed his first feature 
film, the political thriller “Rosewater.” The 
film earned respectful reviews but only mod- 
est box office. 

Stewart was 36 years old when he took 
“The Daily Show’s” helm in 1999, succeeding 
Kilborn, and turned the program into a news- 
focused powerhouse. 

The show won the Emmy Award for best 
variety, music or comedy series 10 years in a 
cow, from 2003 through 2012. In several of 
those years, it also earned Emmys for writing. 

Although the series has typically averaged 
fewer than 3 million total viewers per night, 
according to Nielsen, it has amassed an influ- 
ence beyond those numbers. 

That is especially true among young peo- 
jale, who found in Stewart a sentinel for their

disaffection with a mainstream media and a 
political culture they viewed with suspicion, 
and increasingly found out of touch. 

Not content simply to crack wise about 
newsmakers and journalists, he directed zing- 
ers that came with a heartfelt edge, the wise 
fool raging against hypocrisy, with a pulpit that 
began to extend beyond “Daily Show’ itself. 

In2004, he visited CNN’s political talk show 
“Crossfire” — featuring guests who often shout- 
ed above each other in delivering their talking 
points—and promptly attacked the program 
for lowering the terms of Beltway debate. 

“I have privately, amongst my friends and 
also in occasional newspapers and television 
shows, mentioned this show as being bad,” 
Stewart said on-air. “It’s not so much that it’s 
bad, as it’s hurting America.” 

Jonathan Klein, CNN’s then-chief, later said 
Stewart’s attack facilitated his decision to can- 
cel the show the following year. 

But Stewart frequently kept things light too. 
In 2013, Stewart added his two cents in the 
ongoing Chicago vs. New York pizza debate. 
In an on-air rant, he referred to deep dish piz- 
za as “tomato soup in a bread bowl!” 

Stewart was a standup comic struggling 
to find the right TV hosting perch when he 
got the “Daily Show” gig. Since then, he has 
become a comedy impresario of sorts, giving 
crucial breaks to such stars as Stephen Col- 
bert, Steve Carell, Ed Helms, John Oliver, Sa- 
mantha Bee and, more recently, Aasif Mandvi 
and Hasan Minhaj. 

Colbert left in 2005 to start a spin-off, “The 
Colbert Report,” which became a brand unto 
itself, with the title star playing a bombastic 
conservative talk host loosely modeled on 
Fox News’ Bill O'Reilly. 

Colbert ended his run on that program to 
take David Letterman’s job on CBS’ “Late 
Show.” Comedy Central replaced his show 
with a new one starring longtime comedy 
writer-producer Larry Wilmore. 

The departure of Stewart may create a 
tougher-to-fill void. 

In her statement, Ganeless signaled an 
intention to keep the “Daily Show” brand 
intact. But that could still mean changes be- 
yond just the host. After Stewart’s arrival, the 
program moved away from silly comedy to 
more pointed, topical material. 

One possible replacement would be Oliver, 
the British-born host who won raves as a fill- 
in host for Stewart in 2013 and who now hosts 
HBO’s “Last Week Tonight.” But Oliver said 
last week he has no intention of leaving: “I 
love it here. I can do anything,” he said at a 
press breakfast. 

Whatever Comedy Central does next, 
Stewart has given the new host a tough act to 
follow. 

As Thompson said, “I pity the poor fool 
who has to fill the shoes of Jon Stewart.”
